With a Confederate pension bill 
through the house and scheduled for 
early passage by the senate, the 
house of representatives Thursday de- 
voted the greater part of the session

Washington, March 4.—Spokesmen 
for the Lord’s Day alliance and oth- 
er church bodies, descended upon con- 
gress today in support of the Lank- 
ford bill which aims to put so many 
teeth into Sunday observance in the 
District of Columbia that the result 
can ultimately be wrought into the 
law of the whole land as a model 
Sunday. 

Colin Hamilton Livingstone, presi- 
dent of the national council of the 
Boy Scouts of America, assured it 
that the Lankford bill, which would 
impose a fine as high as $3500 and 
six months imprisonment upon those 
doing unnecessary work on “the Lord's 
day, commonly called Sunday.” would 
not interfere with religious liberty. 

“Do all creeds?” interjected Repre- 
sentative Clarence J. McLeod, repub- 
lican, of Michigan, who six years ago 
was the youngest member ever elected 
to congress, “do all creeds designate 
Sunday as the Sabbath?” 

“They do not,” replied Mr. Living- 
stone.

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‘MEXICO IN HOUSE 


Washington, March 4.—()—With- 
drawal of American recognition from 
the Mexican government was demand- 
ed in the house today by Represen- 
tative Boylan, democrat, New York. 

He contended that it was impossi- 
ble for the United States to deal 
longer with that government in the 
face of the Mexican constitution. 
“which disregards the international 
code generally prevailing among the 
family of nations.” 

The time for “temporizing’’ with 
the present Mexican government, Mr. 
Loylan asserted, has passed. 

“We can no more negotiate with 
Mexico,”’ he said, “or continue friend- 
ly relations with that country than 
we could eith Russia. The two na- 
tigns are on a par as far as their 
attitude toward fimdamental rights 
of humanity are concerned.”’ 

In a statement inserted in_ the 
Congressional Record he charged that 
under the Mexican constitution “there 
are no such things as religions lib- 
erty, untrammeled culture, education 
or freedom of worship.” ‘

Washington, March 4.—(/)—Sec- 
rétary Wilbur announced today that, 
with authorization of a $2,364,000" 
contract for 150 airplane engines to 
the Packard Motor Car company of 
Detroit, the largest single aviation 
contract made by the government since 
the war, he had completed the placing 
of orders for naval air service equip- 
ment aggregating $6,500,000. 

The orders cover 116 planes of va- 
rious types and 261 engines. Addi- 


tional contracts nearing signgture 
cover an outlay of $3,700.000 still 
to be made, which will provide for 127 
additional planes. 

“All of the planes and engines with 
the exception of 20 training planes 
and some amphibians will be required 
to equip the two aircraft carriers, Lex- 
ington and Saratoga,” the secretary's 
announcement said.. Mr. Wilbur add- 
ed that the announéement showed not 
only that the na¥¥ was going ahead 
with its aviation development, but 
that “it cost money.” 

The 150 Packard engines covered 
by the newest contract are of the S0O- 
horsepower type developed by the 
company in cooperation with navy ex- 
perts after three years of work. They 
will go into heavy bombing, scouting 
and torpedo planes to be placed aboard 
the carriers, while an additional order 
for 75 500-horsepower Packards will 
provide motive power for-part of the 
fighting planes to be ineluded in the 
air fleet of the converted battle-cruis- 
ers. 

Plane contracts already placed in- 
clude 27 Boeing patrol ships, 35 Cur- 
tiss fighting planes, 10 Loening am-

In addition it 
has distributed $12,800,00 worth of 
flour. 

Cleveland H. Dodge,- treasurer, 
speaxing at the annual couvention, 
pointed out that for the first time in 
eight years the Near Easg relief hac 
a balance at the close of the 1925 
business. This was made _ possible 
through an increase of nearly a half 
million dollars in contributions over 
the previous year, he said. 
ceipts for 1925 were $4,75 

The convention was attended by 
Near East relief workers from 
parts of the field of operations. Forty- 
four of them ‘ere decorated for mer- 
itorious services, Heading the list 
of those decorated was Dr. W. W. 
Best, of Boston, who has teen con- 
weorel with relief work in Turkey for 
forty years, 

Records for 1925 show the organiza- 
tion served 68,158 chilflren in orphan- 
ages, homes, native schools, hospitals,, 
refugee camps, industrial groups and 
clinies. During 
served 35,563,463 meals or enough to 
feed the entire population of New 
York city for two days. 

Donations during 1925 were receiv- 
ed from fifty nations, while forty-four 
national churches including every lead-
